REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, 
the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden 
and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every 
three years. The town or city warden is responsible for maintaining 
a force of men and adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire 
that occurs in his town or city during his term of appointment. The 
fire warden must authorize all open burning when the ground is not 
covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized between 9 
a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the additional per- 
mission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is 
not covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of 
the forest fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the 
warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire 
service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements 
by training the warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression 
tactics, making hand tool suppression equipment available at fifty 
percent of cost, supplying pieces of Federal excess property for 
use as fire attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the 
cost of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. 
Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local 
fire prevention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are avail- 
for distribution by local fire departments upon request to the Forest 
Fire Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry ona 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town or city.

WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally subsidized 
flood insurance as authorized by the National Flood insurance Act

WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Town Meeting to require the 
recognition and evaluation of Flood hazards in all official actions 
relating to land use in the floodplain areas having special flood 
hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use and 


control measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to New 
Hampshire RSA Chapter 31. 36, 156. and 156A. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That this Town 
Meeting hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it intends 
to enact and maintain in force for those areas having defined flood 
hazards, adequate land use and control measures with effective 
enforcement provisions consistent with the Criteria set forth in 
Section 1910 of the National Flood Insurance Piogram Regulations; 
and 


2. Vests the Planning Board with the responsibility, authority. 
and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, 
in delineating the limits of the areas having special flood hazards 
onavailable local maps of sufficient scale to identify the location 
of building sites. 


(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may re- 
quest concerning present uses and occupancy of the floodplain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, state, and local agencies and 
private firms which undertake to study, Survey, map, and identify 
floodplain areas, and cooperate with neighboring communities with 
respect to management of adjoining floodplains in order to prevent 
aggravation of existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community's initial 
eligibility an annual report to the Administrator on the progress 
made during the past year within the community in the development 


and implementationof floodplain management measures. 


3. Appoints the Building Inspector to maintain for public inspec- 
tion and to furnish uponrequest a record of elevations (in relation 
to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including basement) of all 
new or substantially improved structures located in the special 
fiood hazard areas. If the lowest floor is below grade on one or 
more sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above must also 
be recorded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within its powers 
as may be reasonably necessary to carry out the objectives of the 
program. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to establish the following build- 

ing regulation pursuant to RSA 156 as follows: 
1. The Building Inspector shall review all building permit 
applications for new construction or Substantial improvements 
to determine whether proposed building sites will be reasonably 
safe from flooding. If a proposed building site is in a location 
that has a flood hazard, any proposed new construction or sub- 
Stantial improvement (including prefabricated and mobile homes) 
must (Il) be designed (or modified) and anchored to prevent 
floatation, collapse, or lateral movement of the structure, (II) 
use construction materials and utility equipment that are re- 
sistent to flood damage, and (ill) use construction methods 
and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue as a Town road 
an unused portion of the old Gage Hill Road (now adjacent to Route 
153) near the old Route 16 between the railroad tracks and the 
Pike property. (Approved by Budget Committee) 


17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to issue a quitclaim deed for a strip of land which was formerly 
part of the Route 153 right of way. Said strip is estimated to be 
approximately 300 feet running south from the right of way of Bonny- 
man Road. (Approved by Budget Committee) 


18. To see if the Town will vote to plow Oak Hill Road (a Class 
V Highway) from Route 109 to the Roland C. Booma residence, a 
distance of approximately 3,000 feet. (By petition) (Disapproved 
by Budget Committee) 


19. To see if the Town will vote on the following, ‘‘Do you 
favor adoption of the Manager Plan as provided in Chapter 37 of

structed housing 0 dwelling units; the total amount of the foregoing 
not to exceed 15 dwelling units. The total number of dwelling units 


authorized by this and all previous authorizations shall not exceed 
15 dwelling units. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 to electrify, repair and paint the Town Hall clock and 
the clock tower outside. (Approved by Budget Committee) 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
required to prepare the Town lots in the Lovell Lake Cemetery for 
future use as needed ($315.00). (By petition) (Approved by Budget 
Committee) 


24. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
absentee ballot for the election of Town officers. (By petition) 
(Disapproved by Budget Committee) 


25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw $60,000.00 or that amount they will authorize, from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provision of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972, and transfer these funds to the 
School District for the purpose of paying for part of the cost of 
building and addition to the Paul School.

In 1975, 687 new books were added to the shelves of Gafney 
Library, and 325 were discarded.

For the second year in a row Mrs. Winton received a $75.00 
scholarship for the 2 week Public Library Techniques course at 
the University of New Hampshire. This was her third year at school, 
with one mare to go. 

On August 3rd Mr. Horace Richter, Trustee and Vice President 
of the Board of Directors, passed away. In Sept. Mrs. Adelaide 
Hughes was appontedi Trustee under the will of Judge Charles B. 
Gafney, by the Probate Court.

Home Health Care is becoming more important in peoples considera- 
tions because cf the cost of hospital and nursing home care. As a 
result the Public Health Nursing Ass’n of Wolfeboro & Vicinity 
is continuing to grow. The service now covers Alton, Brookfield, 
Effingham, Tuftonboro, Wakefield and Wolfeboro. 


Convalescing or chronically ill patients usually are more at ease 
and more comfortable in their homes than in a hospital or nursing 
home. The services we offer them are such that they usually can 
stay in their homes longer. Besides nursing, we have a Physio 
Therapist who helps patients to resume daily activities, especially 
after strokes or serious injuries. 


We are presently working out a contract with Carroll County Health 
and Home Care Services so that in the future we will be able to 
offer Home Health Aids services in addition to the Homemaker 
Services they are offering. 


The following Nursing and Physio Therapy visits were made in 
1975 which shows an increase over the number made in 1974:

The Public Health Nursing Ass’n of Wolfeboro & Vicinity held 
several Immunization Clinics and had a very successful Health 
Screening Program which involved checking for symptons of glau- 
coma, oral cancer, high blood pressure and diabetes and offered 
counsel on weight problems and dietary habits. The Health Fair 
was very well attended and did so well the Health Fairs will be 
planned on a regular basic. 

We would like to thank everyone who contributed to our Fund Drive, 
it was successful thanks to everyone, and we look forward to an- 
other year of providing home health care.

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HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT 


A survey was made of the sewer systems in Sanbornville and Union, 
this was done in co-operation with your Health Officer and the 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission of Concord, New 
Hampshire — 75% of these systems were in failure — owners were 
notified — corrective measures were taken — the majority of the 
systems are now repaired. 


Study was made of !vanhoe Lake as detergents were suspected; 
after careful investigation of all existing sewer systems — numerous 
water samples taken — found problem non-existent. 


Water Commissioners reported impurities in Town Water Supply and 
that tank should be cleaned, painted and covered; after intensive 
investigation — numerous water samples taken — discovery of some 
foreign matter in tank (possibly because trees had been allowed 
to grow up around it), a meeting was held with Water Commissioners 
and users of the Town Water, and after a lengthy discussion it was 
recommended by your Health Officer — not to cover tank, but have 
tank cleaned, painted and trees cut, as this had not been done for 
20 years, and all water lines flushed. Recommendation was ac- 
cepted by Commissioners and Town Water users. With the co- 
operation of Lawrence Nason the Fire Chief, the lines were all 
flushed after the tank had been cleaned and painted — more water 
samples were taken and water was found to be as pure as any Public 
Water Supply in the State of New Hampshire. 


Numerous other complaints were investigated and corrected, includ- 
ing unsanitary storing of garbage around private homes — misuse 
of property — removal of unsafe buildings — sewer dump was dis- 
cussed and provisions were made and approved by your Health 
Officer and the Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission. 


Two homes were inspected for the purpose of licensing for Foster 
children; also nursery school was inspected and approved. 


Time and mileage involved: 74 hours — 328 miles.

SANBORNVILLE WATER DEPARTMENT 


The Stand Pipe on Sanborn Hill was cleaned and painted at a cost 
of $1,600.00, which has been paid. 


The Commissioners are requesting the authority from the Precinct 
meeting to borrow funds for the installation of meters, which are 
badly needed. 


The District had to default on their obligations June 1975 principally 
because people would not pay their water bills, with the commission- 
ers taking drastic action by shutting off water. This caused most 

people to pay their bills as of Dec. 31, 1975, which amounted to 

$334.00; the best collections in recent history. 


Our water debt was refinanced with the Wolfeboro National Bank and 
now stands at $12,000.00 maturing $2,000.00 each year Aug. 1, 1976 
to Aug. 1, 1981. We had aclause inserted reading ‘‘the provisions 
of this loan may be paid off in inverse order of maturity by giving 
three months notice of the intent’’. Therefore we have notified the 
Wolfeboro Bank on Jan. ist that the 1981 maturity will be paid off 
on April 1, 1976. This action is due to the fact of the excellent 
collections since our policy of shutting off water last Sept. 2. 


There will be no more extensions of the system without abuttors 
applying for an application for water, the cost of which is $175.00. 


The Commissioners have adopted a policy that all water users 
hereafter will be given 30 days notice from receipt of bill to pay 
up or their water will be shut off. In the event water is shut off, 
the only means for turning on will be an additional charge of $12.00.
